Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 
I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for 1971. 


The Registrar-General's figures for the year indicate a mid-year 
population of 5,230, 160 more than in 1970. 


During the year there were 53 live births and 111 deaths compared 
with 53 births and 88 deaths in 1970. The adjusted birth rate 
of 13.7 per thousand population is lower than the national birth 
rate. The adjusted death rate of 14.2 per thousand population 
is higher than the national death rate, but too much significance 
should not be attached to this as fluctuations from year to year 
may be expected in rates calculated from small numbers. 


The causes of death follow the expected pattern, with diseases of 
the heart and circulation, and cancer predominating. Nearly one 
third of the deaths were due to two diseases known to be associated 
with cigarette smoking, namely lung cancer and ischaemic heart 
disease. 


There were no deaths of infants under one year of age. 


No notifiable infectious disease was sufficiently prevalent to 
merit special mention. 


The Town's water supply continued as in previous years and was 
satisfactory in quantity and quality. Sewage disposal continued 
as previously. Refuse disposal is an increasing problem, and 
Mr. Storey comments on this in his section of the report. 

In presenting this report may I express my thanks to the Staff of 
the Department for their work during the year and also to the 


Chairman and Members of the Health Committee for their constant 
interest and support.

55 new Qwellings mainly of the bungalow type were completed during the 
year under review and an Old Fersons Home was constructed to serve the 
needs of the district. 


Apart from individual grants, a scheme to modernise and improve 178 
Council houses was commenced and is still in progress. 


There can be little doubt that in many areas Discretionary Grants are 
preserving and improving existing housing stock, but in areas of the 
seaside and inland holiday resort type false values are being put on 
old property and grants are being obtained to convert property to 
holiday flats or cottages improved for holiday purposes only. 


Many of these properties in the normal course of events would have been 
occupied by local families on a permanent basis, but they are now 

priced out of their reach and the only alternative is Council hcusing. 
Conditions could be imposed under the old Act requiring the property to 
be occupied on a permanent basis and also conditions regarding resale 
could be included, but no such conditions are contained in the present 
Acte Grants are thus being obtained to convert property to flats which 
will be occupied for a few weeks in summer only. It is almost 
tantamount to converting property from dwelling to business purposes. 


Further meetings with the Technical Officers of Scarborough Corporation, 
Scarborough Rural District Council and Scalby Urban District Council 
have taken place and a joint report on the proposed Refuse Disposal 
Scheme has been submitted to the four Councils covered by the scope of 
the scheme.

REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


Two side loading freishters and six men which include the two drivers 
carry out the collection of houschold refuse during the off-season 
periods of the year and they are aupmented during the busier parts of 
the year by an additional vehicle and two extra men. Assistance is 
also given throughout the year with the collection of trade refuse 

and during the winter months mussel shells are collected from the 
fishermen. During the season the extra vehicle is employed mainly on 
holiday camp collection and assisting in the town. 


When it is realised that over 600 extra houses are to be collected 
compared with even 10 years ago, quite a large increase in the amount 
of refuse to be collected has been experienced and is still on the 
increase. Despite all this, a regular collection has been maintained 
with no increase in staff and the number of complaints are exceedingly 
small. 


- The tip has been maintained in very good condition throughout the year 
and the four wheel drive Weatherill has proved invaluable on tip 
maintenance and on other works as required. During periods when the 
four wheel drive machine has been required for other works, the Dinkum 
Digger has worked at the tip and has also been used for other 
excavating work, particularly where trenching was required. 


Regular inspections and baiting for rats have been carried out and 
insecticide has been applied to the tip surface at the appropriate 
timesof the year to control fly and other insect breeding.
